king to Balaam, contrary to the 
common courſe, of Nature; as 
alſo Jojeph*s Interpretation of 
Dreams. And ſo God by his 
Angels preſerves us oftentimes 
from infinite Evils, and delivers 
us out of manifold Dangers, im- 
poſlible for Nature to do. 

All this & many others belong 
to Theology, and to Heaven, 
whereunto the Soul 1s to have 
regard. Now follows the ſuper- 
natural things of the vilible 
Works of God, as weſee them 
in the Firmament ; to wit, the 
Planets, Stars, and Elements, 
which are above our Reaſon, on- 
ly their Courſe and Motion 1s 
obſerved by ſpeculation and 
reckoning , which belongs to 
Aſtronomy ; it is,a viſible but 
incomprehenſible Being, perform- 
Ing its operation in a Magnetick - 
way, out of which likewiſe di- 
VErs

vers admirable things are found 
and obſerved , which are alto- 
gether ſupernatural ; underſtand 
it thus, that the Heaven operates 
in the Earth, and the Earth af- 
fords a correſpondence with the 
Heavenly. For the Earth hath 
alſo its ſeven Planets, which are 
operated and bred by the ſeven 
Celeſtial, only by a ſpiritual Im- 
preſſion or Infuſion, even as the 
Stars operate all Minerals. This 
is done incomprehenſibly and 
ſpiritually , and therefore it is 
to be accounted ſupernatural , 
even as two Lovers, their perſons 
are viſible, but their Love one to 
the other 1s inviſible : Humane 
| Bodies are tangible and natural, 
but Love is inviſible, ſpiritual, 
intangible and ſupernatural,com- 
parable to a Magnetick Attracti- 
on only 3 for the inviſible Love

ſelf, adhering to the Helliſh Fire, 
which makes'a breach and diffe- 
rence. For he remaines 1n the 
little world; which he formed at- 
ter his own fimilitude, and made - 
him a conſecrated Temple;other- 
wiſe there is every thing inthe 
B little 
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little world which is to be found 
in the great,as Heaven and Earth 
with the Elements, and wha 
. depends thereon, br appertain 
thereunto. 

We find alſo that in the firſt 
Creation, which was performec 
of nothing , three things aroſe 
to wit, a Soulifh, Spiritual, In 
viſible Eſſence, which repreſent 
eda Mercurial Water, a Sulphu 
rous Vapour, and a Terrent 
Saltz. theſe three gave a compleat 
and perfect, a tangible and for 
mal Body toall things whereir 
eſpecially all the four Element 
are contained, as I have already 
mentioned in my Writing where 
I treat of the Microcoſme.

So the ſending of the Dove by 
Noah out of the Ark, when ſhe 
brought an Olive Branch 1n her 
_ Bill, a Sign of Mercy, and a Di- 
vine Supernatural Meſlage. 

When the Holy man of God 
Moſes ſtruck the Rock with his 
Rod, that the hard Rock yielded 
Water, is beyond humane Rea- 
ſon 5 ſo was the turning of the 
ſalt water into ſweet. and drink- 
able, ſupernatural. As alſo the 
dry paſſage of the Children of 
Trae through the Red Sea ; and 
the Budding of - Aarons Rod, are 
all ſupernatural. In brief, the 
ReſurreQion of Chriſt the Eter- 
nal Son of God out of the grave,

In like manner there apper- 
tains unto Supernatural things,all 
the Water-Spirits, as the Syrers, 
Succubi,& other Water-Nymphs, 
with their Relations , -as like- 
wile the Terreftrial Spirits, and 
thoſe which inhabit the Air, who 
ſometimes are heard,ſcen, or per- 
ceived, ſometimes foretelling 
Death or other Diſaſters, ſome- 
times they diſcover by their Ap- 
parition Riches and good For- 
tune in certain places, and the 
Fiery Spirits appertain here allo, 
which appear in a fiery ſhape, or 
like a burning Light ; all theſe 
are Spirits having untavgible Bo-

That I may further confirm my 
Aflertion, .I ſay likewiſe, that 
there are many things to be found 
in Phyſick, which yield and ma. 
nifeſt their workings ſupernatu- 
rally in a Magnetical way, ope- 
rating only by an attraQtive ſpi- 
ritual power which is attraQed 
toit by the Air; -for the Air 1s 
the Medium between the Phyfick 
and the Hurt or Diſtemper, even 
as the Magnet ever doth direct 
and turn it ſelf towards its Pole- 
ſtar , though the ſtar be many 
thouſand Miles diſtant from it, 
yet the ſpiritual operation and 
ſympathy between the is ſo pre- 
valent , that it is attrafed toge- 
ther at ſo vaſt a diſtance by the 
Medium or middle Band of the 
Air 3 but becaule this attractive 


power 
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power 1s only known unto peo- 
ple in genera], or as a thing com- 
mon, 1t is therefore become cu- 
ſtomary , and is ſo eſteemed, 
there being no notice taken of 
any further Secret whence this 0- 
perative Faculty hath its Source 
or Original : In like manner 
Hurts and Diſtempers may be 
healed and cured , though the 
Patient and Phyſitian be very far 
diſtant one from the other; not 
by Charmes, Exorciſmes,or other 


unlawful m_— means.,which 


are oppoſite to God and Nature, 
but by ſuch means wherein the 
attrative Magnetick Virtue lies 
to accompliſh it. As .when a 
wounded perſon goes a Journey, 
leaving the Weapon wherewith 
he was wounded, or elſe of his 
Bloud which iſſued out-of the 
wound with his Phyſician, where- 
with he proceeds rightly and by 

orderly 
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orderly means, as is uſual in 
dreſſing a wound , without all 
doubt he ſhall be abſolutely cu- 
red, this is no Witchcraft, but 
the care 1s performed only by 
the attractive power of the Me- 
dicine, which is carried to the 
Sore by the means of the Air, 
wherewith it is mundified, that 
It may perform the Spiritual O- 
peration. 

Some will think _ theſe hard 
ſayings, and impoſſible in Na- 
ture, and many will ſay it is con- 
trary to Nature, whereby many 
will be excited to diſpute it, and 
raiſe Arguments one oppoſite to 
the other, whether it be Natural 
or no, whether it be poſſible or 
no, or whether 4t be Sorcery : I 
will thus refolve them , that this 
Cure is natural, but as it operates 
tis ſupernatural & ſpiritual , be- 
cauſe it is performed meerly by 


al 
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an attractive incomprehenſible 
means, and that this manner 
of Cure is no Sorcery : I 
affirm it hereby, that it is not 
mixt or accompanied with any 
SOrcery, nor with any other un- 
natural Means, contrary to God 
the Creator, or his holy and ſas 
ving Werd. But it is only Na» 
tural, out of its ſupernatural, in- 
viſible, incomprehenſible, ſpiritu- 
al, and attractive power, which 
received its Original from the 
Sydereal, and performs its:-Qpe- 
ration by the Elements. 4 
Laſtly, T likewiſe approve this 
Cure to be na Sorcery, becauſe 
the Devil rather delights in all 
Miſchief to Mankind , than" to 
afliſt any marner of way for their 
benefit, which yet is impoſhible 
for him to do without Gods 
permiſlion. Much more might 
be written. of this Magnetick 
Form, 
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Form, bur I chuſe rather to be 
filent ; referring it till I come to 
treat of the Natural Miracles of 
the World.

Wits, who imagine themſelves

For do but obſerve this come 
pariſon, to be proved by a groſs 
Example, how many Creatures 
are there which dye abſolutely 
in the water , fo that no life 1s 
left therein , but ſo ſoon as the 
pleaſant Summer appears, the 
natural heat gives a new life, 
& the Body quite reſtored in the 
lame ſubſtance as it was before in 

Its 
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its living Motion; even as an 
Herb, which dies in the Winter 
but in the Spring” it manifeſts it 
ſelf anew. The death of theſe 
things is to .be eſteemed natural, 
but the return of a new life inf 
its knowledge is ſupernatural J 
but becauſe: we are accuſtomed, 
to all theſe things , the leaſt party, 
of us conſider what is worth) 
of farther Meditation in thi 
caſe, letting both natural andfj; 
| ſupernatural go away together. 
Moſt peopte overpaſs, that na 
_ tural cuſtom which yet is ſuper 
natural, as alſo monſtrous Births 
and thoſe that bring ſigns anc 
_ marks with them into the world 
which may all be natural , bu 
manifeſt themſelves ſupernatu 
_ rally, by the imagination whict 

cauſed them : Theſe ſupernatu 
| ral forms and cuſtoms, the Mc 
ther of che Child cauſed by infy 
, - tervening 
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anFervening thoughts , which un+ 
TS-xpetedly happened to her, as it 
Iiwvere by accident : Even as we 
leÞften ſee and, find , that many 
1 Men naturally are born with ſome 
I8eſtures, which he can never 
| Yeave, though he endevour with 
all his might to doit. The na- 
Jtural geſtures of theſe Men are 
YJnatural, but the conception in 
fTthe Womb which cauſed the 
Jimagination of theſe things 13 ſu- 
* .Ipernatural , and ſubject to what 
the Heaven imprints, | 
To conclude : I ſay, that none 
can defend the ſupernatural-not 
to be true by good grounds and 
d Jreaſons, except he have learn'd 
Uugto know the natural , which hath 
UJits original, and gained ibs ſhape 
Ciyfrom the ſupernatural z after he 
UJhath learned this, he may evi- 
lofdence it by ſure proofs, that he 
Wy will be conquerour over _—_ 
who
